Price Of Free Trade 


What baseball fans would call a real rhubarb 
has erupted over the decision by the Pittsburgh 
P ira te s to buy 120 uniform s from a Japanese 
m anufacturer. The Japanese firm won the 
contract in com petition with five U.S. com panies 
because it offered the lowest price. 
It was a foul ball in the judgm ent of angered 
labor people, who are studying possible actions 
against the P irates and any other team that 
follows the P ira te s’ lead. A walkout of unionized 
ballpark w orkers has been darkly th reaten « ! 
“ We c an ’t force people to buy union-made 
m aterials, but certainly do think baseball, the 
A m erican gam e, should be buying in A m erica," 
com plains Julie Isaacson, president of the 
International T oym akers’ Union. 
The baseball brouhaha is only the latest 
developm ent in a problem that has long con­ 
cerned other U.S. industries. Specialty steel, 
electronics and textile w orkers, for exam ple, 
face sim ilar challenges from cheaper foreign 
im ports. One of the m ost serious situations is in 
the shoe industry. 
In 1987, there w ere 675 U.S. firm s producing 
footw ear in som e 1.000 plants. Today the num ber 
is 
350 firm s 
operating 
about 
750 
plants. 
E m ploym ent has fallen from 233,000 to only 
163,000 — a loss of 70,000 jobs. 


O ver approxim ately the sam e period the 
foreign share of the U.S. shoe m arket has m ore 
than doubled, from 21.5 per cent in 1968 to 45 7 
per cent in 1976. 
A ccording to M ark Richardson, president of 
the A m erican Footw ear Industries Association, 
unem ploym ent in the shoe industry, which is 
running a t about 15 per cent, will rise even m ore 
unless President C arter approves a proposal of 
the U.S. International T rade Commission. 
The ITC recom m ends that the United States 
perm it 270 million pairs of cheap foreign shoes, 
chiefly from South K orea, Taiw an and Brazil, to 
en ter the country at the present 10 per cent duty. 
Above this num ber, the duty on this type of shoe 
would jum p to 30 per cent. 


The ITC report has presented the C arter ad­ 
m inistration with a dilem m a. If the President 
goes along with the recom m endation, he could 
save at least 10,000 jobs in m ore than 30 states, 
say industry spokesm en. But if he approves stiff 
tariffs and quotas on the ever-rising flood of 
cheap foreign shoes, there is a chance he m ight 
slow down world economic recovery and invite 
retaliation against U.S. products. 
On the one hand, people a re losing their jobs, 
and whittliing down the unem ploym ent rate is a 
m ajor goal of the President But on the other 
hand, A m ericans would be forced to pay m ore 
for their footwear, and the cost of living is 
another of his concerns. 
F ree trade is a lovely ideal. But when it com es 
to putting it into practice, the shoe pinches.

NEW YORK — And now the 
people are being "handbilled” 
Dy union m usicians in a drive to 
boycott THE circus 
Thus the powerful weapon 
which has been hurled against 
lettuce, grapes, wines, stoves, 
shoes and levis has been in­ 
voked by organized labor’s high 
com m and in a national battle 
with Ringling B rothers Barnum 
and Bailey C ircus It has been 
using som e non-AFL-CIO 15- 
piece bands 
For over 50 years Hal D avis’s 
New Y o rk -b ased A m erican 
F e d e ra tio n 
of 
M usicians 
(AFM) has been dealing with 
the circus. Traditionally the big 
tent has travelled w ith a band 
leader and two “ key” players 
— 
th e d ru m m e r 
an d 
th e 
trum pet. Along the road it has 
been the practice to hire 12 
m usicians from local unions. 
Now the circus w ants to travel 
with two com plete orchestras. 
This cuts the em ploym ent of 
local AFM m em bers — espe­ 
cially since a sm all rival union 
has been supplying the tune 
m akers. 
Negotiations a re stalem ated. 
So Davis, a national AFL-CIO 
vice president, got the AFL-CIO 
Executive Council to call a 
“ natio n w id e c o n su m er boy­ 
co tt” and leader G eorge Meany 
is urging the people, kids, et al., 
not to buy tickets until the three 
big rings are oom pahed by 
A FLC IO m usicians. 
WHAT’S SIGNIFICANT here 
is that prexy M eany would do 
battle with a circus Ringling 
B rothers soon opens in this big 
town. His action signals the re ­ 
birth of the boycott, an ancient 
labor traditional strategy, and 
its new coming of age. 
Actually boycotts, as dec­ 
larations of class w ar. rarely 
succeed in dam aging the boy­ 
cotted producer Why then is it 
being polished, greased and un­ 
leashed as we roll into the 21st 
cen tu ry 0 Because — it avoids a 
head-on strike which couldn’t 
be called in most places where 
the w orkers at whom the union­ 
izing drive is aim ed a re n ’t 
m em bers of the union.

dustrialized nations And guess 
w h at' The United States was 
dead last! 
Ju st as an exam ple, between 
1964 and 1974, output per hour in 
the United States increased an 
average of 1.8 per cent an­ 
n u ally . But in J a p a n , 
the 
average annual increase was 
9.5 per cent — and in G erm any, 
5.6 per cent. 
One of the prim ary influences 
on productivity is the am ount of 
money business and industry 
invest in m achines, equipm ent 
and facilities per w orker. Our 
com pany’s econom ists tell us 
that over the long run. for every 
10 per cent of our national 
production devoted to capital 
spending, the annual increase 
in productivity is about two per 
cent. Japan devotes alm ost four 
tim es the percentage of its 
gross national product to new 
in v e stm e n ts as th e U nited 
S ta te s does, and G erm an y 
m ore than double. So it’s no 
w onder a t 
all 
th a t 
these 
countries are closing in very 
fast on the high U.S. level of 
productivity. 
Now you might be interested 
in how m uch money there is 
behind every’ employee in the 
auto industry’. Well, every Ford 
Motor Company employee in 
th„ U.S. — salaried as well as 
production em ployees 
— 
is 
backed 
up 
by 
an 
average 
capital investm ent of nearly 
$40,000 
per 
head. 
And 
the 
am ount increases every year. 
As each w orker is provided 
w ith 
m ore 
and 
b e tte r 
m ac h in ery , th e o u tp u t per 
w orker — that is, productivity 
— increases. 
THE POINT is clear. In order 
to ex p an d y our pro d u ctio n 
facilities and create m ore jobs 
or to increase production with 
the sam e num ber of w orkers, 
you’ve got to have money to 
invest — lots of it. We all know 
that the m ain source of in­ 
vestm ent funds is profits. Thus 
when governm ent policies are 
such as to increase profits, they 
are helping the economy grow. 
Of course, other factors have 
an im p o rta n t in flu en ce on 
p ro d u c tiv ity a lso , including 
im provem ents in technology, 
the quality of the labor force, 
an d 
how 
re so u rc e s 
a re 
allocated. 
F or A m erican industry as a 
w hole, 
th e 
re s e a rc h 
and 
developm ent 
picture 
is 
not 
bright a t all. The share of the 
gross national product spent on 
re s e a rc h and d ev elo p m en t 
dropped from 2.9 per cent in 
1964 to 2.3 per cent in 1975. 
I spoke of the need for profits 
to finance capital investm ents 
— like the $2 billion our com ­ 
pany will spend this year. And 
what about corporate profits? 
Well, one of the great m yths of 
this 
half 
of 
the 
Twentieth 
Century is the m yth that they 
are soaring. But let m e review 
just a 
few of its principal 
elem ents. 
FIRST OF ALL, m ost people 
in the country don’t have any 
idea how much profits cor­ 
p o ra tio n s 
m ake. 
R e cen tly , 
Opinion R esearch Corporation 
co n d u cted a su rv e y w hich 
showed that the public believes 
after-tax profits of the average 
m anufacturer have risen to 33 
per cent of sales. The public 
also believes, the survey show 
ed. that auto com panies m ake a 
profit of 39 per cent after taxes. 
The real figure is 4.7 per cent! 
So we have the problem of 
public understanding. But even 
the figures reported in the press 
don’t tell the whole story. In the 
last 20 y e a rs , c o rp o ra tio n s 
increased their reported profits 
by 118 per cent. But real profits, 
in real dollars, that is, after 
discounting for inflation, were 
no g reater in 1975 than in 1955 — 
20 years later. 
D u rin g th e two d ecad es 
betw een 
1955 
an d 
1975, 
dividends paid to shareholders, 
in real dollars, actually in­ 
creased in order to a ttrac t new 
money for growth 
The result of this w as that 
re a l e a rn in g s re ta in e d by 
corporations dropped 85 per 
cent. And it’s retained earnings 
that a re so needed to provide 
the basic capital necessary for 
business to operate and expand. 
DETROIT IS the autom obile 
capital of the country. It also 
m ay 
be 
— 
o u tsid e 
of 
W ashington 
itself 
— 
the 
p a p erw o rk 
c a p ita l 
of 
the 
country. 
C ongressm an Jam es Haley 
(D -Fla.) reported last year that 
sim ply filling out the forms 
required by various govern­ 
m en tal 
b u re a u c ra c ie s cost 
A m erican business about $75 
billion a year 
The point is that the economic 
system which transform ed this 
country from a vast w ilderness 
into the w orld's most powerful 
and w ealthiest nation is now 
being co n tro lle d , re s tric te d , 
regulated and, yes, criticized to 
pieces 
What once was som ething o f 
a joke 
— P arkinson’s laws 
d e sc rib in g 
th e 
g ro w th 
of 
bureaucracies — is no longer a 
joke at all, but a very real 
threat to freedom . Nor is it just 
a threat to business and in­ 
dustry. Because when freedom 
is lost 
by one 
segm ent of 
A m e rican so ciety , th e loss 
extends 
to the 
nation as a 
whole. 


T his 
loss of freed o m 
is 
sneaky, quiet and subtle. It 
m ay appear in the guise of a 
new form to be filled out. a new 
tax to be paid, a new regulation 
that appears on the surface to 
be easy to live with. But while 
no o n eis looking, the erosion is 
taking place; the land is slip­ 
ping out from under us, and the 
w aters of governm ent begin to 
rise over our very feet. 
WHAT IS LOST in all of this, 
it seem s to me. is that the 
ultim ate consequence of money 
sp en t 
for 
n o n -productive 
purposes 
is a 
loss 
in 
em ­ 
ploym ent. A m erican jobs are 
being lost because we can ’t 
expand at the rate we should be 
expanding. This, despite the 
fact that during the next 10 
years, the labor force will grow 
by about 15 million people. 
L et’s go over it again. To 
keep our rate of productivity 
com petitive with other coun­ 
tries we have to concentrate on 
four things: 
1. We have to increase capital 
investm ent per w orker. 
2. We have to spend m ore on 
research and on technology, so 
that our production facilities 
are as efficient or m ore so than 
those of our com petitors. 
3. We have to have a high 
quality work force — highly 
m otivated and highly trained, 
and 
4. We have to have govern­ 
m ent tax and economic policies 
w hich 
e n co u ra g e 
b u sin ess 
expansion. 
H igher productivity is the key 
to increased em ploym ent. It is 
the key to higher real income. 
And it is the most effective 
weapon we know of in the 
continuing 
fight 
against 
in­ 
flation.

Vacuum clean 
velvet drawers

D EA R POLLY — I have ju st bought a used, but expen­ 
sive, c h erry dining room set. How and w hat should I use 
on the table to clean and polish it? The lady from whom 
I bought it used a couple of com m ercial products and I 
have used another to try and get the d irt and oil off But 
it still does not look right and th ere a re dull and shiny 
spots Can I use soap and w ater to clean the d raw ers out 
and how do I clean the velvet in one d raw er? — JU D Y P 
DEAR JUDY — I would first try a furniture cleaner to 
try and rem ove any old build-up of wax or polish. The 
dull spots may be piaees where the wax has been rem ov­ 
ed. After using such a cleaner according to directions 
you will have a clearer picture of the condition of the 
wood. If all the old wax and polish is rem oved the wood 
should all look the sam e. It may even need refinishing, 
but. if not, you can start using your favorite wax or 
polish. 
U nless the drawers are in a deplorable condition wip­ 
ing out with a damp cloth should be all that is necessary. 
Use a brush attachm ent on your vacuum to clean the 
velvet lined drawer. — POLLY. 


DEA R POLLY - 1 have to shorten every g arm en t I buy so I 
w rap the th read I ravel out of such hem s around a sm all piece 
of card b o ard (usually th ere is som e so rt of tag attach ed and I 
use th at) and keep all these sm all card s w ith differen t colors 
of th read When I have to change the hem in anything I usually 
have the proper color of th read on hand due to this saving. It 
m ay tak e a bit to find the p ro p er spot but m ost hem s will ravel 
out and th ere is a surprising am ount of th read and in ra th e r 
long lengths. 
With gift w rapping paper so expensive these days 1 save all 
from gifts I receive and iron w ith a cool iron so it looks alm ost 
new and can be used again — MRS W D

and all a re not eaten. I fold the top over four tim es, a ttach a 
clothespin or two and the rem aining chips stay fresh.

Monday that was too bad about 
his back, and when it got better 
m aybe he could check with 
them again. Not this scout, 
though. 
‘‘fie look me to the doctor,” 
Rick Monday still rem em bers 
even though all this happened 
14 y ears ago “He told me to 
forget about the tryout. ‘Don’t 
w orry, you’re on the team ,’ he 
said, m eaning this rookie team 
the D odgers had then for kids 
When I got finished with the 
doctor, he told m e he wanted 
me to come out to Dodger 
Stadium 
‘I want you to see 
your future hom e,’ he said .” 
Monday recalled the episode 
here the other day before a ball 
gam e 
with 
the 
Reds. 
The 
Dodger scout he w as talking 
about was Tommy 
I^asorda, 
who is now his m anager with 
the D o d g ers. M onday 
w as 
talking about a side of Tomm y 
Lasorda not everybody knows 
T here is another side, the one 
most people know. T h a t’s the 
effervescent Tommy laso rd a, 
the fellow who gets him self so 
w orked up over God, country, 
his fam ily and the Los Angeles 
D odgers that som e people think 
he's full of soap bubbles 
Nobody who knows Tommy 
Lasorda for any length of tim e, 
nobody who really knows him, 
ever questions his sincerity. 
“Tom l^asorda is Tom Lasor­ 
da," is tin' way Rick Monday 
puts it 
‘‘lie ’s never going to 
change w hether he’s the bat 
boy. 
th e m a n a g e r, 
or the 
president of the league. He 
loves baseball and he loves the 
Dodger organization 
He can 
talk the hell out of you and tell 
you 
things 
you 
c a n ’t 
even 
im agine, but he m eans it H e’s 
sincere T here are two things 
you alw ays have to understand 
about him . He does not like to 
lose and he never gives up." 
Rick M onday has good reason

Playing for 
Rio Grande College, near Gallipolis, Francis 
averaged 46.5 points per game in 1954. Against 
Hillsdale College that sam e year, he hit an all- 
time record of 113 points. Both marks are highs 
by a collegiate player, regardless of classifica­ 
tion. Also in 1954, Francis scored single-game 
highs of 84 points against Alliance College and 82 


against Bluffton. Bevo was not the only high- 
scoring collegian in 1954.

College. Selvy’s mark stands as a record for the 
NCAA's University Division. He also led the 
NCAA division scoring race that year with an 
average of 41.7 points per contest. Selvy held the 
single-season scoring average for the University 
Division until 1968 when Pete Maravich (New 
Orleans Jazz) shattered it in three successive 
years. Maravich, college basketball’s all-time 
career scoring leader, averaged 43.8 points per 
game as a sophomore, 44.2 as a junior and 44.5 as 
a senior.

The Cavs then cut the 
lead to 68-66 on three points by 
Gary Brokaw but Maravich 
canned three straight 20-footers 
and the Cavs never caught up. 
Howard, who was the Cavs 
No. 2 draft choice in the 1976 
college d raft, w as cut by 
Cleveland and joined the Jazz 
last month. 
“I have no bitter feelings,” 
said Howard. “I was sorry to 
leave Cleveland because the 
; fans were great to me. But I am 
happy that I made a con­ 
tr ib u tio n in beating them 
tonight.” 
“ I hadn’t played our last 
three games and when the fans 
behind the bench kept yelling to 
put me in I didn’t know what to 
expect when I got into the 
¿gam e,” smiled Howard. 
Maravich, who was held to 
only one field goal in six tries in 
the third period, uncorked eight 
shots in the final 12 minutes 
with six swishing through the 
nets. 
“Maravich was just trem en­ 
dous and I was also pleased 
with the play of Howard He 
really hustled,” said New 
Orleans coach Elgin Baylor.

(Bone spurs pain reader 


• D EA R D R. LA M B - I 
t^ould like to see you do an ar­ 
ticle on bone spurs of the 
spine, explaining what causes 
the vicious things and why the 
doctors do nothing to keep 
them from growing there and 
creating a serious situation 
for the person. What makes 
them give a sickening sensa­ 
tion to the person when 
movements cause them to be 
pressed on at intervals. 
D E A R R E A D E R - As 
wonderful as the human body 
is, it is not perfect. A major 
cause for bone spurs is 
nature’s process of repairing 
injury. When a bone is injured 
or degenerates, it repairs 
itself. In the process the 
repair may not follow the 
original bone architecture. 
The regrowth may be as a 
spur 
This can occur in arthritis 
where the vertebrae are 
damaged, perhaps with age, 
perhaps with years of wear 
and tear and the regeneration 
process produces the spur. It 
can occur with various dis­ 
eases that stimulate bone 
growth. A spur may also oc­ 
cur from excessive pull or 
stimulation to one area of the 
bone, as from an attached 
ligament. Heel spurs are often 
caused this way. 
Doctors can’t prevent them, 
even though we would like to, 
without stopping the normal 
bone regeneration process of 
your body which would be 
more harmful than the spurs. 
If we could prevent arthritis 
and the disease associated 
with bone degeneration and 
prevent wear and tear from 
normal living, then there 
would be no need for bone 
regeneration but that is a bit 
beyond us. 
The spurs can be removed if 
they are in an area where they 
cause too much trouble, for 
exam ple causing excess 
pressure on the spinal cord. 
The spurs can cause pain by 
pressure on nerves or by the 
pain they m ay cause by 


creating pressure on the 
muscles. That sudden sicken­ 
ing feeling is a response to 
pain which can be caused 
either way. If you injure a 
muscle by poking it with a 
sharp object you might also 
have the same sensation. In 
this instance the bone spur is 
the sharp object. 
Sin ce spurs are often 
associated with arthritis I am 
sending you The Health Letter 
number 4-10, Osteoarthritis. 
Others who want this informa­ 
tion can send 50 cents for it 
with a long, stamped, self- 
addressed envelope for m ail­ 
ing. 
D EA R DR. LAM B - I have 
had colitis for many years and 
due to my problem with eating 
and drinking I now weigh 110 
pounds compared to my nor­ 
mal weight of 150. 


Since you suggest that no 
coffee, tea, cola or soda 
should be used, and since I am 
allergic to milk I have just one 
question. I would like to know 
what beverage you do suggest 
I drink? And what should I use 
when eating cereals such as 
bran or shredded wheat? 
D EA R R E A D E R - The 
best drinking fluid ever in­ 
vented is water. Depending on 
how they affect your system 
you could also use fruit juices, 
lemonade and sim ilar drinks. 
Unless you need to avoid salt 
you can use boullion. Then 
there is tomato juice and 
other vegetable juices. 


If you can’t tolerate milk 
you may be happy with one of 
the milk substitutes that you 
could find in the infant feeding 
section of your grocery store. 
These are usually made from 
soybean products.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - It’s

arrest March 11 in the lobby of

Wilshire Hotel, 
where he w as staying. 
The gran d ju ry ch arged 
Polanski with giving a drug to a 
minor, committing a lewd act 
upon a person less than 14, rape 
of a minor, rape by use of a 
d ru g, oral 
copulation and 
sodom y.

ch a rg e s

felonies. 
Police were called by the 
mother of the girl, not identified 
except as a friend of Polanski’s 
who 
liv es 
in 
su bu rban 
Woodland Hills. The woman 
agreed to let Polanski use her 
13-year-old daughter as a model 
for 
photos 
for 
the 
French 
edition of Vogue m agazine, she 
told 
investigators, 
with 
the 
understanding the girl would be 
clothed. 
At the first session, police 
said, Polanski got the girl to 
strip to the waist, and at the 
second m ade sexual advances 
to her which she resisted until 
he gave her a glass of cham ­ 
pagne and 
a 
methaqualone 
tablet, a depressant and so- 
called ‘‘sex drug.” 
Polanski w as using the home 
of Nicholson, a friend, for the 
photo sessions, but Nicholson 
was out of town on a skiing trip 
at the time, police said. 
The girl did not report the 
incidents to her parents, police 
sa id , but her older siste r 
overheard her telling the story 
on the phone to her boyfriend 
the next day and notified their 
mother.
